CIO Reported 
Set To Approve 
|‘No Raiding’ 


Early Merger W ith 
AFL, However, Seen 
Dimming At Meeting 


CLEVELAND LH—The CIO was 
ready to approve a “ no raiding” 
pact with the AFL today, but the 
chances of the agreement blossom­ 
ing into any early AFL-CIO merg­ 
er seemed dim. 
Overwhelming approval by the 
CIO’s 700 convention delegates of 
the “no raiding” plan was fore­ 
cast. It would bind individual AFL 
and CIO unions subscribing to it 
to refrain 
from 
attempting 
to 
persuade already-organized union 
members to switch from AFL to 
CIO, or vice versa. 
While the agreement represents 
a forward step toward achieving 
an eventual AFL-CIO merger, top 
officials of both the AFL and CIO 
seemed doubtful that the desired 
unity can be achieved any time 
soon. 
In fact. CIO President Walter 
Reuther displayed some irritation 
yesterday in his keynote conven­ 
tion speech at recent remarks of 
AFL President George Meany, al­ 
though Reuther said he had con­ 
fidence in Meany and the AFL 
leadership. 
Meany recently was quoted as 
saying the CIO was formed by 
AFL 
leaders to 
foster 
political 
ideas 
and 
throw 
their 
weight 
around in national politics. 
Reuther, somewhat angrily, said 
Meany’s memory “failed him bad­ 
ly” because the CIO was formed 
out of the AFL in 1935 to organize 
the 
mass production 
industries. 
Reuther said the AFL w*as un­ 
willing to undertake this job at 
the time. 
Chester Bowles, former ambash 
sador to India and Truman admin­ 
istration official, told the CIO con- 
j vention today Congress ought to 
enact stronger “ full employment” 
'legislation to guard against a pos­ 
sible economic depression. 
Bowles said in remarks prepared 
for the convention that “ a depres­ 
sion in today’s explosive world 
would be no less than catastro­ 
phic.” He said Congress passed a 
bill in 1945 designed to support j 
employment by government public 
works aid but it was inadequate. •

Ex-Chief Executive 
Calls Brownell Act 
‘Political Trickery’ 


KANSAS CITY im — Former 
President Truman told the nation 
last night that he kept Harry Dex­ 
ter White in government service 
despite charges of disloyalty be­ 
cause he did not want to endanger 
an FBI investigation of subver­ 
sives. 
T h i s was Truman's answer to 
accusations 
stemming 
from 
a 
speech l l days ago by Atty. Gen. 
Brownell. The former President 
spoke over a nationwide radio-TV 
hookup. 
Brownell had charged that White 
had been retained in an important 
post in 1945 “though he was known 
to be a Communist spy by the 
very people who appointed him.” 
White died in 1948. 
Truman, jaunty and confident as 
ever, made a step-by-step sum­ 
m ary of the 
White 
case, 
and 
prefaced and followed it by blast­ 
ing 
Brownell’s 
c h a r g e s 
as 
“phony.” 
as 
“false” 
and 
as 
“ shameful demagoguery.** 
“The manner and timing of what 
has been done,” Truman 
said, 
“makes it clear that the powers 
of the attorney general have been 
prostituted for hopes of political 
gain. 
No 
election 
is 
worth 
so 
much.” 
Trum an’s first answer to Brown­ 
ell’s charges was that the Repub­ 
licans were “desperate” because 
of their election reverses in New 
York and New Jersey. 
The attorney general withheld 
comment on Trum an’s talk. Other 
reaction ran generally along parti­ 
san lines. 
Truman had told newsmen earli­ 
er in the day he would talk to 
them after his speech, but on de­ 
parting from the radio-television 
studio he said, “Nothing tonight. 
I’m 
pretty tired. 
I might say 
something I shouldn't.” 
At one point he lashed out with 
this: 
“ It is 
now evident that the 
present administration has fully 
embraced, for political purposes, 
McCarthyism. I am not referring 
to the senator from Wisconsin— 
he is only important in that his 
name has taken on a dictionary 
meaning in the world.” 
As to the action he took in the 
White case, he said, it was the 
best for the nation.

Dirksen (R-W) to call for 
testimony from Hoover. 
Crisply and scornfully Truman 
said that when Brownell declared 
that “Harry Dexter White was 
known to be a Communist spy by 
the very people who appointed 
him” the attorney general “lied 
to the American people.”

statem ent that he had no intention 
of impugning the loyalty of any 
high official of the prior adminis­ 
tration, he lied to the American 
people again.”

Forest Fires 
SUH Raging 


Destruction Still On 
In West Virginia 


CHARLESTON UP — Forest fires 
continued their methodical destruc­ 
tion of West Virginia’s timberlands 
today, with the possibility of a dis­ 
astrous outbreak ever present. 
Lack of rain and high winds in­ 
creased the danger as hour by 
hour the forests dried out more. 
The 
Conservation 
Department 
reported 108 fires were ablaze at 
8 a. rn. today, 50 of them out of 
control. Three of those fires broke 
out during the previous 12 - hour 
period. 
During the same period 2.339 
acres of timber were destroyed 
compared to 2.498 during the prev­ 
ious 12-hour period. Most of the loss 
was concentrated in conservation 
district five, which includes most 
of the states’ southwestern coun­ 
ties. 
The losses recorded included 500 
acres in Boone County, where nine 
fires were burning; 50 «*cres in 
Cabell where three fires were re­ 
ported; 200 acres in Kanawha with 
14 fires; Lincoln, 250 acres and 
four fires; Logan, 700 acres and 
17 fires, and Mingo, 225 acres and 
13 fires.

The damage done to Riverview Cemetery 
over the weekend was vandalism at its worst. 
The widespread wreckage of grave markers 
and the manner in which the culprits went 
about their work indicates premeditated de­ 
struction by adults or youths old enough to ful­ 
ly realize the gravity of their offense.

Government Of Men 
% 
One point of conflict in the clsah between 
former President Truman and congressional 
authority last week existed long before the 
Communist conspiracy and will exist long after 
the conspiracy has worn itself out. 
The issue between executive and legislative 
authority is a hardy perennial. 
The rights of executives and former execu­ 
tives relative to the rights of Congress never 
have been defined. 
There are no constitutional or statutory laws 
governing these rights. Thus, there is no clear 
way to settle the disputes that inevitably arise 
in the process of conducting the affairs of 
government. 


When Mr. Truman claimed to have ample 
legal precedent for spurning the order of a 
congressional committee to appear before it 
because he was a former president and could 
not be forced to testify, he merely was stat­ 
ing an opinion. 
On the other side of the issue is equally 
strong opinion that Mr. Truman can cite no 
proper precedent at all. 
This is one of the areas of government in 
which procedure has not been established posi­ 
tively by law and probably never can be es­ 
tablished. 
• 
It is one of the areas in which government 
is conducted by men, not by laws. 
Historians have pointed to the wide range 
of attitudes between presidents and congresses 
in the United States as proof of the elasticity 
of government here. 
The handling of public affairs, particularly 
in this most difficult of all federal relationships, 
becomes a reflection of the character and at­ 
titude of the leaders of Congress and the oc­ 
cupants and former occupants of the White 
House. 


Making Safety Pay 


The revision of automobile insurance liability 
rate classes to reward safe drivers and pena­ 
lize reckless ones is only the beginning. 
Insurance thinking, having gone this far, will 
continue in the same direction as experience 
provides more evidence that automobile hazards 
are relative to human behavior. 
In some future time, not too far distant, 
chronically reckless drivers will be barred 
from the highways. They will be unable to 
purchase insurance at any price because of 
their bad records. 
Drivers with a growing number of accidents 
charged against them will still be able to pur­ 
chase insurance but at such a high premium 
they will have a powerful financial incentive to 
improve their driving habits. 
There will be a bonus for drivers who have 
Droved themselves to be completely trustworthy. 
The risk in automobile liability insurance will 
be viewed like the risk in fire insurance, where 
safety is rewarded with low’ premiums and 
hazard is penalized w’ith high premiums. 
The automobile insurance companies have 
made a good start toward rationalizing w’hat 
has grown from nothing into a vast business 
since the dawn of the automobile ag£. Risk is

What Will Evolve From Our New Weapons? 


Heard 'Round The World 


It takes a whopping set of statistics to make 
any kind of impression after some of the nu- 
clear-fission figures. But get braced for this 
one: 
The world’s largest radio transmitter, which 
will be open for business after Wednesday, is a 
facility of the U.S. Navy. It w’ifl have an output 
of more than 1.200.000 watts. 22 times as much 
as the largest commercial transmitter. 
This electronic giant has been fabricated on 
a mountain-top site near Seattle during six 
years of construction at a cost of $14,000,000 
and has an antenna of 22 miles in length w’ith 
IO times that much buried as ground wire. 
In operation, the transm itter will give the 
Navy instantaneous communication with fleet 
units at any point on the earth. Its signal will 
be so strong it even will cut through the mag­ 
netic storms which paralyze ordinary 
radio 
communication in the Arctic areas. 
Hereafter, when the U.S. Navy comes out 
W’ith its famous, "Now’ hear this. . 
it can be 
heard simultaneously at every point on w’hat 
used to be thought of as a w’orld consisting of 
vast, unbridgable distances.

1—The new weapons are destruc­ 
tive beyond anything ever known 
before. Atom and hydrogen (ther­ 
mo-nuclear) 
bombs and 
devices 
cannot be limited to use against 
soldiers; if employed, combatants 
and non-combatants, men, women, 
children and domestic animals are 
damaged or killed. Soldiers are not 
to be taken prisoners, but an area 
is to be devastated. 


2—THE QUESTION then arises 
as to the purpose of infantry and 
its size. If the principal weapons, 
the bombs, are deliverable prin­ 
cipally by air, what purpose is 
served by huge armies on foot, 
ranging into millions of men? 
Why is a conscript army needed 
in the face of the bombs and guid­ 
ed missiles? Of what value is uni­ 
versal military service, involving 
marching, drilling and boot camp 
training, if wars are to be fought 
by scientists, electricians, d e m o n ­ 
ists, and fliers? 
The answers are many and on 
both sides of the question. 
The infantryman says that no 
m atter w’hat weapons are used, an 
area has to be occupied if a war 
is to be won. The occupying force 
is the infantry; therefore a con­ 
script army is needed. 


THE OPPOSITION answers that 
that was true before the f i r s t 
bomb was hurled at Hiroshima, 
that no longer can an occupying 
force take over an atom-bomb de­ 
vastated area because immediate­ 
ly there will be nothing to take 
over. 
Eventually, there may be much 
to reconstruct, a task for special­ 
ists, not for conscripts. 
3—Such conquerors as Alexan­ 
der, Caesar and Genghis Khan 
needed to mobilize, provision and 
move veritable hordes of human 
beings on land or water, requiring 
a constant protection of the lines 
of supply and communication. 
The new weapons are mostly 
deliverable by air. The lines of 
communication are radio and ra­ 
dar. The supply comes from enor­ 


mous factories, most of w h i c h 
must be underground. 


THE QUESTION 
then 
arises, 
what size infantry will be required 
to guard these supplies and the 
bases where they are produced? 
The extremists on one side insist 
that the numbers will be negligi­ 
ble; the extremists on the other 
side say that until there is better 
experience, nothing should be risk­ 
ed by the reduction of infantry. 
4—T h e 
weapon 
of 
infiltration 
has been developed only by Soviet 
Russia. The United States does not 
know how to use this weapon. In 
a word, infiltration is a method 
by which war is made perm anent 
Infiltration is a process for the 
penetration of a government and 
the institutions of its people by the 
agents of an enemy with the object 
of capturing that country without 
utilizing the orthodox means of 
war. 


A G A I N S T 
INFILTRATION, 
soldiers are of no avail. It is a 
subtle device in which natives are 
employed against their own coun­ 
try, usually within the limitations 
of their own laws. 
The defenses against infiltration 
in the United States are the use 
of police powers by the FBI, and 
the procedures of congressional 
committees. Our existing l a w s 
have already proved inadequate. 
Infiltration does not involve a 
struggle over ideas. It is a device 
to destroy a country’s capacity to 
defend itself in peace or in war. 


IN THE CLOSED session hear­ 
ings of some of the congressional 
committees, it has become clear 
that highly skilled officers trained 
for orthodox warfare have no con­ 
ception of this new method, have 
no knowledge of its use or the 
defenses against it. Such knowl­ 
edge may exist in the CIA, but of 
that I do not know. 
5—The use of propaganda to 
accomplish the objectives of a war 
without fighting requires no in­ 
fantry. 
In the developing stages of this 
weapon, psychological warfare is 
an instrument which is more ef­ 
fectively employed by a totalitar­ 
ian than a free nation. 


SUCH A .COUNTRY as Guate­ 
mala is an index to its effective­ 
ness.

They 
were placed on the most secretive 
government super-committees as­ 
signed to develop and coordinate 
all U.S. military and foreign pol­ 
icies. 
Thus, the Stalinist Politburo in 
Moscow was well informed of our 
plans — while these stratagems 
were yet in the discussion stage. 


THE RUSSIANS knew what we 
were thinking almost as fast as 
our 
top 'executives 
expressed 
themselves. 
Thus, the Russians knew of the 
existence 
of 
secret 
committees 
which were unknown, not only to 
our people, but even to some Cab­ 
inet members. 
These committees were inter­ 
locking. Each had representation 
from all important departments— 
especially during the war. 
Thus, no facet of our govern­ 
ment was unavailable to the So­ 
viet agents sitting on many of 
these groups. 
It must be pointed out that these 
spies sat side by side with un 
suspecting American officials and 
civilian experts. 
Some of these civilian experts 
were among the leading anti-Com- 
munists of the nation — including 
ex-assistant secretary of state, A. 
A. Berle. CIO president Walter 
Reuther, Nelson Rockefeller, My­ 
ron C. Taylor, Hamilton Fish Arm­ 
strong and scores of others who, 
of course, had not the slightest 
idea that agents of a foreign pow­ 
er were sitting across the table. 


THE TRAGEDY is that those in 
the White House who had the FBI 
and the Civil Service Commission 
security files available did, in­ 
deed, ignore them. 
Result was that this ring of 
foreign agents first systematically 
took over much of the "secre­ 
tariat” work of these vital com­ 
mittees. 
Then they captured the research 
posts. That did i t After all, in 
order to prepare policy papaers 
the committees had to have ac­ 
cess to the facts — which were 
in thousands of classified and se­ 
cret reports, memoranda and in­ 


telligence information of the most 
globe-shaking nature. 
If it weren’t tragically etched 
in world history and hadn’t helped 
spill the blood of thousands of 
young American boys, the audac­

FOR EXAMPLE, there was the 
Interdepartmental Committee 
to 
Consider 
Post-War 
International 
Economic Problems and Policies.

On it were representa­ 
tives of only three top federal 
divisions — The Executive Office 
of the President, the State Depart­ 
ment and the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. And let it be known now that 
the 
Treasury 
Department 
sent 
three men to sit in these high level 
talks — and all three were spies. 
They 
were 
W- 
L. 
Ullman, 
Harry Dexter White and V. Frank 
Coe. 
From 
the 
State 
Department 
came two men. One of them, a 
Communist, has since recanted, so 
I won’t finger him here. From the 
office of the President of the U.S. 
came another mentioned in invest­ 
igatory reports. 


HIS NAME will be raised in the 
coming trial of Owen Lattimore. 
I do not want to prejudice that 
case: so I w’on’t list him either. 
But the record will show that, of 
the seven-man committee, three 
were spies and two were Com­ 
munists. 
There were other committees on 
which White and his colleagues sat 
which w’ere almost as important 
for they made top-level decisions 
on war and peace. 
Among these were the Advisory 
Committee on Post-War Foreign 
Policy, Sub-Committee on Politi­ 
cal Problems and the Sub-Commit­ 
tee on Territorial Problems (Alger 
Hiss*. 


THEN THERE was created a 
speical three-man cabinet commit­ 
tee. This one was actually created 
by Harry Dexter White to brief 
Cabinet members on all that trans­ 
pired on all other committees. Who 
was on the Cabinet Committees? 
V. Frank Coe, of course. 
And these were the committees 
w’hich prepared our policy in an 
era when we lost China, Northern 
Korea, most of the Balkan coun­ 
tries, Poland, Hungary, Romania 
and Czeckoslovakia to Russia. 
Just who was responsible? Who 
brought these agents in and then 
assigned, promoted and shielded 
them?

Former President Truman did 
not state all the facts last Week 
when he wrote 
the 
House 
Un- 
American 
Activities 
Committee 
citing a long list of precedents in 
an attempt to justify his refusal 
to honor a subpena issued in due 
form by the committee chairman. 
Mr. Truman cited only the re­ 
fusals of presidents who at the 
time were actually in office when 
Congress asked them for informa­ 
tion. 
He failed to cite all the most 
important precedent in the records 
of Congress, which shows that 
John Tyler, 15 months after he 
left the White House, did testify 
before a House Committee in re­ 
sponse to its request for informa­ 
tion. 
Curiously enough, a somewhat 
parallel issue had arisen then. It 
concerned the use of funds by a 
former secretary of state, Daniel 
Webster, who had set up what was 
an FBI of those days to conduct 
detective work in connection with 
the activities of agents of foreign 
governments. 


T H E 
CONTROVERSY 
w a s 
whether Mr. Webster had used the 
funds for the purpose Congress 
had in mind or for political and 
business purposes. 
The majority report of the House 
Committee, dated June 9, 1846, 
said: 
"The Committee have examined 
Mr. Tyler, the late President of 
the United States. He testified that 
when he came into the presidency, 
he found the foreign relations of 
the country in a very delicate 
condition in certain particulars, 
which the committee 
does 
not 
de£m it expedient to specify, re­ 
quiring, in his opinion, the em­ 
ployment of confidential agents; 
and. for reasons assigned by him 
to the committee, he regarded 
his secretary of state (Daniel Web­ 
ster) as the fittest person to se­ 
lect and employ them.” 
The minority report, which dis­ 
agreed w’ith the findings on the 
use of the money, also mentioned 
"the 
testimony 
of 
ex-president 
Tyler.” 


THUS IT IS PLAIN that the Con­ 
gress of the United States, on a 
m atter of great delicacy involving 
espionage as w’ell as the proper 
use of federal funds, and the in­ 


tegrity of subordinate officials, has ] 
felt that it had a right to examine j 
a former president of the United 
States. 
I 
Mr. Truman’s decision to "tell 
all the facts” to a television and 
radio audience is not a satisfact­ 
ory substitute for an examination 
by a committee of Congress. Here 
are some of the questions w’hich 
members of Congress might have 
asked Mr. Truman, 3nd anyone 
will be able to see whether in his 
speech Mr. Truman answered any 
or all of them: 
1. Did Mr. Truman himself act­ 
ually read the FBI report of Feb­ 
ruary 4, 1946 to which his secre­ 
tary of state, Jam es F. Byrnes, 
called his attention by letter? 
2. If Mr. Truman did not read 
the document, whose summariza­ 
tion or evaluation did he accept 
as the basis for his decision not 
to fire Harry Dexter White? 
3. If Mr. Truman decided to 
keep White on in the government 
for purposes of surveillance, why 
did he not tell J. Edgar Hoover, 
head of the FBI, about it or at 
least direct his attorney general, 
Tom Clark, to do so? 


4. IF MR. TRUMAN decided In 
his own mind not to fire White 
and to keep on watching him, why 
was no record of that decision 
made anywhere in the govern­ 
ment, not even in the files of the 
Treasury Department, where the 
then secretary of the treasury, the 
late Fred M. Vinson, would nat­ 
urally be interested in recording 
it? 
5. Why, if it was decided to 
keep White on in the government, 
was he permitted to take along 
with him to the monetary fund 
subordinates in the Treasury who, 
in the FBI reports, had also been 
accused of involvement in the 
Communist espionage ring? 
6. Why did Mr. Truman tell the 
reporters last week that he would 
have to consult his files in Kansas 
City to refresh his recollection on 
the W’hite case, and what right 
has a president of 
the 
United 
States to take away to his private 
residence 
from 
the government 
files any documents or papers that 
belong to the government? 


7. IF MR. TRUMAN has in his 
possession today any files on the 


I White case, does he contend that 


this action — taken by him as a 
provate citizen — is not subject 
to the subpena power of Congress 
and does he feel that he has a 
right now to refuse to tell Congress 
either what the papers are or what 
is in them? 
8. Did Mr. Truman ever ask the 
FBI for any reports on White’s 
activities 
after 
White 
left 
the 
Treasury Department and began 
his work on the monetary fund? 
9. Did Mr. Truman know that 
White, while an official of the 
monetary fund, used his position 
inside the governmental organiza­ 
tion in Washington to recommend 
for employment in the government 
persons whose loyalty had been 
questioned? 
10. Did Mr. Truman ever ac­ 
quaint himself with the facts as 
to why the grand jury, in 1948, 
was unable for technical reasons 
under existing espionage laws to 
indict White? 


IF MR. TRUMAN knew this, 
why did he not during his subse­ 
quent four years in 
the 
White 
House tell the Congress of the need 
for strengthening 
the 
espionage 
laws’ to cover up such loopholes? 
11. Since Mr. Truman argued, 
as Mr. Byrnes says, that because 
White had been confirmed by the 
Senate he could not hold up the 
issuance of a commission, why did 
Mr. Truman — because of a politi­ 
cal feud last year — refuse at any 
time to issue a commission to a 
United States attorney for Nevada 
who had been confirmed many 
months before by the United States 
Senate? 


THE FOREGOING questions do 
not impute disloyalty or sympathy 
with the Communists to Mr. Tru­ 
man — that’s a smokescreen rais­ 
ed by his apologists to divert at­ 
tention from 
the 
incompetence, 
laxity, and looseness prevailing in 
the Truman administration on the 
m atter of ridding the government 
of subversives.

Judge Asks Council 
For Hike* With Clerk, 
Bailiff, Stenographer 


Municipal Judge George L. Bro­ 
kaw, who will start a new six-year 
term Jan. I, asked City Council 
Monday night to grant pay raises 
to him and the three - member 
court staff. 
Council asked the judge to meet 
In a caucus session Wednesday 
night with the finance committee 
and any other interested council­ 
men to discuss the boosts further. 
Judge Brokaw suggested no fig­ 
ure for the raises, but said he 
feels the three members of his 
staff should be treated equally. 
They are Bailiff O. Earl Greena- 
walt, who draws $2,900; Clerk Har­ 
old L. Powell, who also is paid 
$2,900, and Mrs. Mary Toland, 
stenographer, w h o s e salary is 
$3,156. 
The bailiff also receives a $100- 
a-month car allowance for the use 
of his auto on official business. 
Judge Brokaw pointed out the 
salary of his office was fixed at 
$4,000 annually when the court was 
established in 1926 and it has gone 
up only to $4,836. 
The last session of the State Leg­ 
islature permitted cities to increase 
the salaries of their m u n i c i p a l 
judges up to $3,000, Judge Brokaw 
said. He explained that the county 
pays 40 per cent of the salaries of 
all the 
court staff except the 
stenographer. 
The base pay of the judge’s of­ 
fice is $4,000, plus 3 cents per 
capita for each resident of the ju­ 
dicial district, which is made up 
of the city and Liverpool Town­ 
ship, Judge Brokaw said. 
Judge Brokaw declared the court 
is self-sustaining, based on its in­ 
come from costs in civil actions 
and fines, costs and forfeitures in 
criminal actions. 
In the last seven years, the in­ 
come has averaged $24,000, he said. 
In the period between 1937 a n d 
1940, it averaged a little over $10,- 
000, he said. 
Judge Brokaw called his staff 
•‘very faithful” and referred to 
Mrs. Toland specifically as “ very 
capable.” 
“ The bailiff’s office is compara­ 
ble to the duties of a policeman 
and should have the same salary,” 
Judge Brokaw said. Police draw 
$306 monthly. 
“ The stenographer does at least 
half of the clerk’s work,” t h e 
judge continued. “ Without her help, 
we would have to appoint an as­ 
sistant clerk.” 
Judge Brokaw said Sandusky re­ 
cently raised its judge by $2,800 
yearly. He pointed out his salary 
cannot be boosted during the six- 
year term, as such raises are pro­ 
hibited by state law, so any pay 
hike will have to be granted be­ 
fore Jan. I. 
Judge Brokaw is rounding out a 
four-year term. The tenure w a s 
lengthened by two years in a new 
state law last year. 
He was re-elected Nov. 3 over 
Atty. Samuel M. Chertoff and Atty. 
W. S. Foulks. Judge Brokaw was 
elected to his first term to replace 
Judge Frank E. Grosshans, who 
retired 
after 
four 
consecutive 
terms.

GOF Stresses

Would Set Hp Action 
In Drafting Program 
Ike Recommends 


WASHINGTON 
UFI—Republicans 
moved today to broaden the base 
of congressional participation 
in 
drafting the GOP program Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower will recommend 
next year. 
Sen. 
Knowland 
(R-Calif) 
an­ 
nounced after telephone confer­ 
ences with Rep. Halleck (R-Ind) 
that chairmen of the regular com­ 
mittees of both houses will be in­ 
vited to attend White House ses­ 
sions Dec. 17-19 when subjects in 
which their groups are interested 
come up for discussion. Originally 
it was planned to include only top 
GOP policy makers of the Senate 
and House. 
Knowland and Halleck are Re­ 
publican floor leaders of the Senate 
and House, respectively. 
The White House legislative talks, 
to be conducted by Eisenhower 
with Cabinet members present, are 
expected to bring final decisions cm 
most of the major subjects to b e1 
covered in the President’s annual 
State of the Union message to Con­ 
gress. 
Knowland said in an interview 
he hopes that by having both com­ 
mittee chairmen and Republican 
leaders of both houses sit in, it 
will be possible for Congress to 
get to work earlier than usual on 
legislation. 
Although Knowland didn’t say so, 
the move to include the commit­ 
tee chairman was regarded in some 
quarters as aimed at softening de­ 
mands for enlargement of the Sen­ 
ate Republican Policy Committee.

Chester Fights 
Gas Rate Hike 


Councilmen Order 
Protest On Increase 


Chester City Council M o n d a y 
night ordered a protest f i l e d 
against the recent increase of nat­ 
ural gas rates by the Manufactur­ 
ers Light Sc Heat Co. 
City Solicitor William Conklin 
was to prepare the protest today 
for submission to the West Vir­ 
ginia Public Service Commission. 
Approval of the increase in do­ 
mestic and industrial rates still is 
pending before the PSC, although 
the company is collecting the boost 
on November bills through a 1953 
ruling. The act enables the utility 
to collect rates 1 2 0 days after it 
applies for a change if the PSC 
has suspended final disposition. 
The average increase in homes 
amounts to $30 annually just for 
cooking, with an additional $30 
yearly for heating. 
In other business L. H. Poe of 
Chester was awarded a $450 con­ 
tract for the painting the front of­ 
fice, city clerk’s office, C o u n c i l 
chamber and vestibule and corri­ 
dor of the City Hall. 
Council also agreed to the pur­ 
chase of paint for firemen to paint 
the interior of the City Hall fire 
station. 
Council authorized the purchase 
of a 20-volume set of “Municipal 
Corporations,” by McQuillin, for 
$250. 
City Solicitor Conklin was in­ 
structed to advise the operators 
of the Alpine Theater it is three 
months delinquent in payment of 
$198.69 due for the city amuse­ 
ment tax. 


In Essay To Judge Tobin 
‘Mob Rule Doesn’t Pay,’ 
Remorseful Youth Admits 


LISBON — A remorseful Saline­ 
ville teen-ager confessed in* writ­ 
ing Monday that mob rule wasn’t 
as much fun as he thought it would 
be. 
One of nine Salineville and Iron­ 
dale youths ordered by Juvenile 
Judge Louis Tobin to write four- 
page papers on “The Evils of Mob 
Rule” following a melee at Saline-1 
ville's Lighthouse Roller Rink, the 
boy humbly admitted: 
“We tried mob rule and it didn’t 
work. All we did was disturb the 
peace. We got punished for 
it, 
which ought to teach us a lesson.” 
Three essays, two of which were 
checked and signed by C. P. Hen­ 
derson, superintendent of I r o n ­ 
dale schools, were submitted to

Ohio U*-The state 
highway director today put finish­ 
ing touches on a 90 million dollar 
road improvement program for the 
state's m ajor highways for next 
year.
